COVINA VALLEY'S OLDEST PIONEER

"Bock of Ages," and "Jesus, Saviour, 
Pilot Me," were rendered by a quartet 
composed of Mrs. J. H. Coolman, Miss 
Gates, George W. Aschenbreniier, and 
Bev. Howard Clark, accompanied by 
Mrs. B. W. Bichardson of Glendbra. Mr. 
Edward Sprotte, well-known local vo 
calist, sang '' Calvary.'' The casket and 
rostrum of the church were massed by 
many beautiful floral tributes sent by 
friends of the family throughout the 
county^ Arrangements were in charge 
of Ouster & Christiansen.

Virginia. His mother was Mary Stair, 
daughter of Henry Stair, an influential 
citizen of Virginia, several of whose 
relatives arc now residents of Azusa.

Mr. Coffman came over the plains to 
California in the early sixties with 26 
lead of mules from Virginia, making 
;he long and dangerous trek with his 
brother, C. H. Coffman, who is now a 
resident of Los Angeles. He settled in 
Marysville, 
in 
Northern 
California, 


where he married his present widow, 
then a young girl of eighteen. They 
moved to the Covina valley in 1876, 
purchasing 105 acres of fruit land, for- 
ty of which he still owned at the time 
of his death, upon which the family lo- 
cated. In those early daya much of hia 
property he sublet to Chinese market 
gardeners. He was foremost among the 
pioneers who developed the water re- 
sources of this valley, making it pos- 
sible to transform this desert land into 
one of the garden spots of the world. 
Co-workers with the deceased in this 
great work were Daniel Beichard, whoso 
home adjoins the Coffman property, T. 
F. Griswold, Claybourne Vaughn, E. J. 
Pollard, Captain Gordon, and George T. 
Brown, the four latter having passed 
to their reward some years ago. 


The deceased and his wife were in- 


terested in the first organization of a 
real religious revival throughout the 
valley in 1880, when the Holiness move- 
ment began. It resulted in the building 
of a church at Azusa, which was the 
center of religious life in the valley 
for a number of years. When Mr. Coff- 
man came to this valley the only habit- 
able town was El Monte, with a small 
postofflce on the four corners on Citrus 
avenue where tho Bingham T. Wilson 
residence now stands. 


The deceased leaves a widow and 


four children, two sons and two daugh- 
ters: Charles H. and Ernest T. Coffman, 
both orange growers and residents of 
this valley; Mrs. Ernest Washburn of 
South Pasadena, and Mrs. Thomas Cos- 
tenbader, the latter having with her 
husband made her home with her aged 
parents here.

Mr. Dague is establish- 
ng thirty temperature stations over this 
region, f-roni Pasadena cast to San Di- 
mas, and from Siorra Madre south to 
North Whittier Heights near Puente, 
to make us complete a minimum tem- 
perature survey as possible during tlvo 
frost season. 
Each station is being 


equipped with a standard Weather Bur- 
eau minimum thermometer with the 
equipment at a number of the stations 
also including a thermograph. These 
stations will be visited daily and a com- 
plete record of minimum conditions 
throughout the valley kept for correla- 
tion as an aid in predicting minimum 
temperatures over the district during 
critical nights early the previous even- 
ing from the key station at Azusa by 
the aid of a hygrometrie formula. 


Mri Dague is anxious to have the 


fruit growers cooperate with him in 
this work and will be glad to assist and 
advise fruit growers as to the proper 
way to expose thermometers in their 
orchards to obtain the best results. 


Dr. Dague stated that he will be glad 


to furnish forms .on which the daily 
temperatures can be entered provided a 
copy of the record is furnished the 
Weather Bureau. Mr. Dagub can bo 
reached by telephone, at Azusa 358. 


An accurate thermometer which will 


show the lowest temperature through 
the night should bo the regular equip- 
ment of every citrus grower, says Mr.

To Keep a Window Up. 


A simple and practical device for 


supporting 
windows that 
have no 


weights 
attached 
is made as fol- 


lows: Take two double-pointed tacks 
and 
drive 
Into 
the 
frame, 
one 


outside and one inside the window. 
Drive them in only half way. 
Then 


insert a long nail and let the window 
rest on the nail. The tack next to the 
nail head should he a little higher than 
the other, so the nail will not slide out 
and should he on the inside of the win- 
dow. By having two or three, sets of 
these tacks on a frame you can have 
your window raised to as many differ- 
ent places.

Laborers Have Rights 


It is an encouraging sign of the times that the humanities 


have so far prevailed in industrial conception, though not always 
in practice, as to make further discussion of the righteousness 
of the twelve-hour day and the starvation wage, unnecessary. 


Everybody admits at this time that men have a right to live 


a human life rather than than of a beast-driven slave. In the 
readjustment of vocational activities and industry in general, 
it is not always possible quickly to decide this and that ease. 
The Literary Digest recently summarized editorial opinion on 
this subject, and it concludes that the entire drift is agains^ 
prolonging human labor to the old standard when men had to 
drill like Hessians "from sunrise to sundown." 


But there is a grave doubt respecting just what a living 


wage is, and it is manifest that attempts to set an arbitrary 
figure by legislation al-e both unwise and unjustifiable under the 
American conception of the functions of government. 
There 


are some things to be left to public opinion, negotiation, and 
individual arrangements. 


Most of the noise and fury heard on this question have come 


up because some of the railray board decline to say that $2,133 
a year was the lowest wage that would afford subsistence for a 
day-laborer and his family. The board calls such figuring "ab- 
stract and elusive," a bit of phraseology calculated to deceive 
the unthinking, on the basis that while figures don't lie, liars 
will figure. 


"We agree with President Harding and Secretary Davis that 


every worker should have a reasonable living, wage, also in 
their contention that it would be desirable to have a "saving 
wage," or surplus to take care of sickness and other emergencies. 


The adjustments necessary to bring these conditions about 


can not always be done hastily or in an arbitrary manner. The 
main thing is for us to agree that men are entitled to justice, 
then work toward it as fast as possible.

Opposing Branch Banks 
\ 


The Argus editor has long been of the opinion that the alarm- 


ing growth of the system of branch banking is not in the in- 
terest of the ranchers and the business men in small towns and 
communities. "If it continues to progress as it is now doing in 
this county it will ultimately mean the complete centralization 
of all wealth and business and the complete dehunianization of 
the banking business. 


The financial editor of the Los Angeles Examiner in a recent 


issue of that paper has the following to say upon this subject, 
from a news standpoint: 


"The recent action taken by the San Bernardino County 


Bankers' Association in declaring nsjmiist t^e branch banking 
system is taken as another indication that the war is to be car- 
ried into the legislature, which will convene at Sacramento in 
January. An organization, to be known as the California 
League Opposed to Branch Banking, is being formed and all 
independent bankers of this state are asked to meet at Riverside 
on November 25 to consider plans for the campaign which it is 
proposed to conduct. At the convention of the California Bank- 
ers' Association last May, President McKce was instructed to 
appoint a special committee to consider the branch banking 
situation and to report to the executive committee in December. 
Upon the report made by this committee will doubtless depend 
largely the stand taken by the State Bankers' Association be- 
fore the legislature. The association is, however, placed in a 
rather peculiar situation. "Whatever stand it takes, it will not 
represent its entire membership by any means. This was clearly 
brought out at the annual meeting, where the opposing forces 
seemed to be about equally divided. It is possible that in the 
matter of legislation some attempt at compromise may be made, 
but how far this will prove satisfactory to either side remains 
to be seen. The proponents of branch banking are quite as 
determined in their stand as is the opposition, and if any at- 
tempt is made to curb the system there is likely to be an inter- 
esting clash."

Imperative Needs of Citrus Growers 


Three federal appropriations demand the support of citrus 


growers in order that the department of agriculture may be 
made to feel the urgency of carrying on work which is absolutely 
imperative if the industry is to be preserved. 


The first is for $8,000 to prosecute the work of collecting 


beneficial parasites to aid in the control of devastating insects 
which now prey on citrus trees and fruits 
The second is one 


for $15,000. for the re-establishment of the citrus insect labor- 
atory at Alhambra, unexpectedly discontinued a year or so ago. 
The need for that work is just as pressing today as it ever was, 
and Why the department suddenly abandoned it has never been 
satisfactorily explained. The third is for $25,000 for port in- 
spection to prevent the entry of the Mediterranean fruit fly, 
Avhich is more than ordinarily imminent because of the opening of 
direct communication between Southern California and Hawaii 
through the establishment of a new steamship line between 
Honolulu and Los Angeles. 


When ships from Hawaii landed only at San Francisco, the 


danger was much less, naturally, to the citrus areas, but with 
the penchant which thoughtless passengers have for smuggling 
into their luggage samples of Hawaiian fruits which are hosts to 
this dreaded pest, it is going to take the greatest possible vigi- 
lance on the part of quarantine officers to keep the fly out. 


Under the closest inspection possible to establish, the fiy may 


get in, but it would be almost like criminal neglect for the gov- 
ernment to refuse this aid to California agriculture.—Citrograph.

Picking of Holly 


to Be Restricted 


The county department of forestry is 


sending out warnings governing the 
gathering of holly on public nad private 
lands. According to the law. such pick- 
ing of holly or the sale thereof, is pro- 
hibited, except with the written consent 
of the owner from privately owned land 


However, the department states that 


it will not be its .policy to make arrests 
for the picking of a few springs of holly 
in a reasonable manner. It is the policy 
of the forest service, as regards holly 
growing on public land inside the An 
geles or Santa Barbara national for- 
ests, to allow individuals to pick small 
quantities of holly for home use, but in 
no case for sale. The picking of suffi- 
cient holly for a wreath or for home 
decoration will be allowed, but it must 
be picked in short lengths of not more 
thrvn a foot. In enforcing the law on 
private land outside the national forests, 
the same restrictions will be adopted.

Farm Bureau News 


For Walnut Growers 


PRUNING 
DEMONSTRATIONS 
DECEMBER. 


IN 


Field activities of the walnut grow- 


ers ' department of the county farm 
bureau will be resumed in December 
with a series of pruning demonstrations. 
The schedule will be prepared in the 
near future. 
It is expected that Dr. 


Batchelor may bo secured to conduct 
these demonstrations. 


Curing Studies Underway. 


As a result of the resolution passed 


at the last walnut growers' institute, 
the field department of the Walnut 
Growers' Association and the division 
of food products of the college are now 
working on improved methods of curing 
walnuts. A recent interview with Prof. 
A. W. Christie of the division of food 
products, indicates that substantial pro- 
gress has already been made in the use 
of artificial dehydration. 
The whole 


question of designing walnut dehydra- 
tors must bo thoroughly studied, how- 
ever, before the general use of this 
method of curing can be recommended. 
Further reports will be forthcoming as 
soon as available. 


Foot Rot Study Underway. 


A recent conversation with Dr. Bar- 


rett of the citrus experiment station, 
who has been investigating the foot rot 
disease at the request of the walnut 
growers at last year's field day, indi- 
cates that cultures made from diseased 
tissue have resulted in the finding of 
several organisms. 
As yet it is not 


definitely known wether these organisms 
are tho cause of the disease or not, but 
studies arc now underway to determine 
this point. It is hoped that by the 
time of the next institute sufficient pro- 
gress will have been made to warrant 
a report including recommendations as 
to methods of prevention and control. 


Next Year's Program to Be Outlined 
Soon. 


A meeting of the executive commit- 


tee of the department is to be held in 
the near, future for the purpose of out- 
lining the program of work for the de- 
partment for 1923.

gram will be materially expanded it is 
hoped, and will include activities to be

Progress on Mouldy Walnut Project. 


For some time the field department 


of the association has been conducting 
an investigation of the 
causes 
for 


mouldy walnuts. This season's develop- 
ments have been particularly interesting 
and Dr. Batchelor reports that he be- 
lieves the factors determining mouldi- 
ness in walnuts will soon be thoroughly 
understood. A close correlation between 
stick-tights and mouldy nuts has been 
established and it has been shown that 
failure to gather the nuts frequently, 
and especially failure to remove the 
husks apparently results in a high per- 
centage of mouldy nuts. 
The recom- 


mendation at present is frequent gath- 
ering of the nuts in sections where 
mouldiness is prevalent and immediate 
removal of the husks where they have 
not naturally separated from the nuts. 


FARM BUREAU IS PLANNING 


ONE-WEEK 
TRACTOR SCHOOL 


Preliminary arrangements have been 


made by the Los Angeles county farm 
bureau for another 
one-week 
tractor 


school similar to the one held last 
spring, under the auspices of the bureau 
at Covina. The date of the school has 
been set tentatively for January 15-20. 
The location has not yet been decided 
upon, and it is expected that, as was 
the case last year, there will again be 
considerable rivalry to secure the school. 


Those interested in attending the 


course are asked to place their names 
on file with Farm Advisor Hodgson at 
the bureau office in the courthouse, Los 
Angeles. 
The registration is limited, 


and last year it was necessary to turn 
away a few who came in late. A nom- 
inal fee of $2 will be charged. 


Farm Advisor 
Hodgson announces 


also that he is in receipt of a statement 
from the division'of agricultural engin- 
eering, University of California, to the 
effect that if there is sufficient interest 
to warrant the effort, arrangements can 
be made for septic tank construction 
demonstrations to be held in Los An- 
geles county during January. The septic 
tank is considered to be a marked im- 
provement over the cesspool for farm 
use, being cheaper as a rule and more 
sanitary. Many septic tanks have been 
constructed in other counties through 
the efforts of the agricultural extension 
iervice and the farm bureau.
